•  That  the  evidence  generally  was  most  unsatisfactory,  and  disclosed  venality 
among  many  electors  though  there  was  no  evidence  to  show  that  any  bribes  were 
given  to  them,  or  promises  made,  except  in  the  case  above  specified  :
